JAPANESE PINHOLES e e e 

If you dream at night of owning a 
Hasselblad or, maybe, the new Leica 
M3, but wake in the morning with that 
old empty wallet feeling, relax. The 
Japanese have your problem solved. 

The camera is called the Pinon (size 
2 x.3 in.), and anyone with the price 
of a cheap cup of coffee can own it. 


There are several advantages to be 
gained from the Pinon. It doesn’t have 
a lens. Pinholes don’t break. You. can 
drop it on the floor to your hearts con- 
tent. Furthermore, it folds flatter than 
a Viennese pancake when not in use. 
(It’s 54. in. thick). We wouldn’t advise 
folding it too often since its cardboard 
construction may wear rather rapidly 


Pinholes don’t break 


giving you more than the one regula- 
tion pinhole. You don’t have to wait 
for an entire roll of pictures to be 
taken, either, since it only loads with 
one piece of cut film at a time. Picture 
size is a bit better than the regular 
1x1% in. format of other miniatures, 
being 1% x 2 in. 

The camera was handed over to 
Associate Editor Dorothy Jackson for 
exhaustive tests. Bench and field tests 
indicate that the pinhole on the cam- 
era tested was optically equal to pin- 
holes on similar type cameras. Lens 
to film plane distance, however, was 
not found to be precise. Actual photo- 
graphs showed that exposures of three

When that “prize” shot finally arrives from 
| the processing lab, after anxious waiting, 
and its color is somehow all “off” ... what

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the Camera 
Clubs 


by MABEL SCACHERI 


Now is the time to take stock of 
your club. If you’re short of black- 
and-white workers, here are some 
suggestions for attracting them. 


Is there really anything to this 
rumor that black-and-white photog- 
taphy is on the wane, that camera 
clubs are more and more becoming 
just color slide clubs? I hear this state- 
ment made by many club leaders. At 
the same time my letter box is full of 
inquiries on how to handle the subject. 

This may also be your problem. So 
why not take time this summer to con- 
sider what you did the past season in 
the way of photo classes. Are you 
drawing in new members? All clubs 


» need them, and must continually take 


steps to keep the inflow equal to the 
outgo. Members move away, get bored, 
get miffed, or are just too busy. New 
members or prospective members usu- 
ally come from the ranks of the be- 
ginners and they do want instruction. 


A new angle on instruction 


Yes, I know, you tried classes, and 
the new members didn’t show up. The 
very ones who yelled loudest for 
classes in darkroom work stayed 
away. That is a common experience, 
and the answer is not to cuss the be- 
ginners but to seek the reason for their 
peculiar behavior. 

One club I know solved the problem 


. neatly by having each advanced work- 


er take on three or four tyros for ses- 
sions at the teacher’s own home. The 
students felt differently about cutting 
these classes than about forgetting to 
attend large club sessions. They knew 
it would be rude to stay away, and be- 
sides, they were learning a lot more 
from the individual instruction than 
from meetings of larger groups. 

I have heard truly gruesome tales 
concerning the efforts to draw in new 
members by offers of instruction. One 
man told me about a club in Pennsyl- 
vania that arranged for a public print 
Clinic at the studio of a commercial 
photographer. The local newspaper 
carried an invitation to all shutter- 
bugs of the city, “Come and bring your 
prints for expert criticism.” They 
bought flowers, they served cake and 
coffee. And how many of the local 
non-members showed up? Not one! It 
was awful. 

I don’t think public invitations work 
as well as having each member keep 
€@n eye out for struggling beginners

and leading one by the hand to the next 
club meeting. And here’s another 
thing. No matter how often newspa- 
pers tell readers that. they can just 
drop in at the club meetings listed— 
that no tickets are needed—they still 
feel as though they ought to have tick- 
ets or some formal invitation. 

All right, then, give them tickets. 
Have some printed up. Put them in a 
neat-looking box with a small attrac- 
tive sign on it, and ask a camera store 
to put it on a counter, perhaps the one 


| where they sell film. When the takers 
visit the club, bearing the impressive, 


unnecessary ticket, have them write 


| their name and address on the back. 


Then start sending them your club 
bulletin. If you are cordial some of 
these visitors are likely to return. 


Try a picnic or a contest 


Another good stunt might be to an- 
nounce a shutterbug picnic, open to the 
public, come one come all. Miss Lily 
Belle Fairlady, local dancer, and also 
Joe Clown, known as a funny fellow, 
will appear in costume and pose for 
the camera fans. I know such pictures 
are usually appalling, but the idea of 
costumed models has a deep appeal to 
the tyro. Make it a hi-jinks affair. 

A second way to attract new mem- 
bers would be to sponsor a photo con- 
test, perhaps with the co-sponsorship 
of the local paper or a camera store. 
Prizes may be offered for the best land- 
scape, vacation shot, picture of a child, 
a pet—any classifications you think 
would be attractive. Club members 
would serve as judges. And if you 
can’t get at least the prizewinners to 
join the club, you do indeed need some 
lessons in salesmanship. You could 
even work this contest idea in connec- 
tion with the picnic just mentioned. 


How about a boat ride? 


Instead of a picnic, you might ar- 
range a boat ride, provided you live in 
the right kind of place. The advantage 
of the boat ride, open to the public, at 
a popular price, is obvious. You have 
your prospects in captivity. At your 
leisure you can give them a non-high- 
pressure pitch about the joys of cam- 
era club membership, help beginners 
with exposure advice, suggest subjects 
and composition devices. 

Of course, it may be that in your 
community you can’t do any of these 
summertime things for attracting new 
club members. Everybody is out of 
town, or off on vacation. But now is 
the time to take inventory of last sea- 
son’s successes and failures, to ponder 
causes and consider human nature as 
it shows up in a camera club. That’s 
the trouble with camera clubs, they 
are made up of people. And people, you 
know, while they are often a pain in 
the neck, are also darned interesting 
creatures, don’t you think? If you 
don’t then.I guess you shouldn’t be an 
officer in a camera club.—THE END

AUN 


BY TOMMY THOMAS 


Tricks in stereo photography re- 
quire only simple props plus 
a little imagination 


“It looks so real! You almost ex- 
pect the people to start talking to you.” 
I’m sure there’s hardly one of us in 
stereo who hasn’t heard some variation 
of this expression when a friend has 
been shown our stereos for the first 
time. Some of this original enchant- 
ment is to be found in the world of 
trick photography. With a little imag- 
ination it’s possible to come up with 
all sorts of “impossible” stereo shots. 
So, we’ll delve into a few of the easier 
illusions this time, and if your reac- 
tion calls for it we'll get ourselves 
involved a little deeper later on. 


Multiple exposures with a black 
background 


The one item in the stereo magi- 
cian’s bag of tricks that is most im- 
portant is the black background. The 
fact that an absolutely black back- 
ground will not register (therefore, 
will not expose) on film is the number 
one “secret” behind many of the ef- 
fects that appear so mysterious to 
those not in the know. 

The effect in Fig. 1 is easy to dupli- 
cate by double-exposing your model in 
front of a black velvet background. 
First, the young lady was photo- 
graphed close and “peeking in’’ as seen 
at right. Then she moved further back 


1. Doubly exposed film shows model 
peeking in at right. For second expos- 


_ure on same film she moved back, left. 


and left as the camera shutter was 
re-cocked, the flashbulb renewed, and 
the camera set for the new camera-to- 
subject distance. The second exposure 
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—made on the same film—completed 
the “twins.” 

When trying this type of photo for 
the first time, you may wish to start 
by having your subject remain at the 
same distance away from the camera 
for both poses. A suggestion: Have her 
holding a lighted match, lighting her 
“twin’s” cigarette. Then experiment, 
placing the images at different dis- 
tances, and finally, see how many 
images of the same person you can get 
into one stereo without too much over- 
lap, thus destroying the effect. 

This same effect could be created 
outdoors at night, it should be men- 
tioned to those of you who may like 
the idea but haven’t access to an ex- 
pensive black velvet backdrop. Just 
stay away from give-away back- 
ground objects and instead of posing 
your model upon the floor or ground, 
use a table or a box completely cov- 
ered in front (facing the camera) 
with black velveteen. You won’t need 
a very big piece of this cloth and, with 
the black of night completing the black 
backdrop effect, you’ll be able to match 
the results without black velvet. 


Divided view of scene helps pre- 
vent overlapped images 


Taping a thread over the front of the 
camera viewfinder, as shown in Fig. 2, 
page 38, divides the viewfinder scene 
in two and is suggested as an easy way 
to prevent your images from over- 
lapping each other when taking the 
two exposures. Also, if you draw a 
rectangle on a piece of paper (make 
the rectangle any convenient size and 
of a shape to correspond with the out- 
line of your viewfinder—sort of a “tall 
square’’) and then sketch in where you 
want the two or more images to be, 
you’ll have the double advantage of 
being able to show your model exactly 
what you have in mind, and make it 
that much easier for you to correlate 
the various images when taking the 
picture. You can place the thread in 
any position: vertically, as shown, 
horizontally, or diagonally or any way 
at all. Or you may wish to use more 
than one thread. For that suggested 
shot of one “twin” holding a match 
to the cigarette of the other, for exam- 
ple, you will want to use two threads 
which, when seen through the view- 
finder, ‘‘criss-cross” the end of the cig- 
arette ... making it easy to register 
the two exposures together.

The camera was backed up 
against the far wall and a single flash- 
bulb was used for lighting. The two 
black cloths, one in front of the box 
underneath and the other on the wall 
behind ‘melted together,” resulting in 
a stereo as good as could be made ina 
studio.

Improvements in the effective 
washing of photographic films 


Many an amateur ‘has been disap- 
pointed upon finding that favorite neg- 
atives had deteriorated beyond print- 
ability after a few years of storage. 
Almost invariably the reason for such 
deterioration is due to insufficient 
washing, although usually a more in- 
tangible explanation is trumped up. 

During the recent annual meetings 
of the National Microfilm Association 
in Cleveland, Ohio, Mr. George T. 
Eaton of the Kodak Research Labo- 
ratories gave a very practical paper 
on effective methods of film washing 
as applied to microfilms. The basic 
fundamentals and factual experi- 
mental] data presented by him are gen- 
erally applicable to the washing of 
other types of film. 


Main functions of film washing 


In considering the functions of ef- 
fective film washing it is necessary 
first to discuss fixation. Fixation and 
washing go hand in hand in producing 
permanent negatives, and the effec- 
tiveness of washing is dependent upon 
the efficacy and conditions of fixation. 
The fixing operation converts the un- 
exposed and undeveloped silver halides 
to soluble complex compounds of sil- 
ver-thiosulfate, most of which are dis- 
solved out in the fixing bath. How- 
ever, the amount left in the film emul- 
sion layer must be removed during 
washing because these “silver com- 
plexes,’”’ as they are called, can de- 
compose upon storage to form an over- 
all yellowish stain consisting of silver 
sulfide. (If this decomposition is not 
perfectly uniform, which it usually 
isn’t, irregular patterns of stain form.) 
In addition to the need for removing 
the “silver complexes,” washing must 
also remove the hypo left in the film. 
Residual hypo can react with the silver 
image to cause a “faded” image of sil- 
ver sulfide. 


Factors in proper fixation 


If the silver halides remaining after 
development are not converted to a 
soluble state, no amount of washing 
will assure permanency. Therefore, the 
fixation step is all-important. Space 


| does not permit a full discussion of 


all the points stressed by Mr. Eaton, 
but we can touch upon a few of them. 
The acidity of the fixing bath af- 
fects subsequent washing appreciably.

The less acid the fixer, the more ef- 
ficient is the washing. Unfortunately, 
this effect cannot be utilized to any 
advantage because an acid-hardening 
fixer, if it is to be stable and harden 
the gelatin properly, must be held at a 
given acidity level. However, an ex- 
cessively acid short-stop would cause 
the fixer to become too acid, which is 
not good. The acidity or “pH” effect 
does become important in treating and 
washing a film after fixation. This will 
be mentioned later in more detail. 
Perhaps the most significant factor 
in proper fixation concerns the fresh- 
ness of the solution, i.e., its silver con- 
tent. As soon as a fixer begins to ac- 
cumulate dissolved silver salts, its 
ability to dissolve further silver halides 
from an emulsion begins to drop rapid- 
ly. As a matter of fact, when the fixer 
contains but a relatively few grams 
per liter of dissolved silver salts it is 
incapable of completely fixing a film. 
It is for this reason that a double 
fixing bath technique is preferrable to 
a single fixer. The first solution re- 
moves the bulk of the silver halide and 
the second, which accumulates silver 
salts at a much slower rate, dissolves 
the remainder. When the first solution 
becomes exhausted it can be replaced 
by the relatively fresh second solution, 


and then a completely fresh fixer is | 


prepared for the second bath. 


There are many other factors that | 


play a part in fixation: the concentra- 
tion and nature of the fixing compound, | 
the solution temperature, the time of 
treatment and the extent of agitation. 


Faciors in efficient washing 


Assuming proper fixation of a film, 
what are the most suitable conditions 


and methods for assuring complete | 


washing in a given practical time 
period? We can list these as follows, 
and discuss each separately. 

1. Type of water 

2. Temperature of water 

3. Rate of water flow 

4. Acidity of water 

5. Method of pretreating film

ing films in sea water the time required 
can be reduced by as much as 80 to 90 
per cent, assuming all other conditions 
are constant. Thus, it can be said in a 
general way that the salt composition 
of the wash water has a marked influ- 
ence on the efficiency of washing. 
When sea water is used, or sodium 
chloride is added to the wash water, it 
is necessary to wash films in “fresh” 
water to remove the sodium ‘chloride. 

Washing efficiency increases with

Nh IW LV. f the water temperature drops below 65 
° to 70 F. Taking the extremes of 80 F 


and 45 F, about 20 minutes washing 
time at the higher temperature is 
equivalent to 30 minutes at the lower 
temperature. 

The rate of water flow is obviously 
important. A film placed in a stagnant 
tank of water will cause the water to 
become a very weak fixing solution, 
and so regardless of the time of im- 
mersion the film will contain residual 
hypo and “silver complexes,” unless 
the tank volume is so enormous that 
the residual concentration is negligi- 
ble. A complete change of water about 
twice every five minutes is a reason- 
able safeguard for amateurs. Mr. Eaton 
states that a complete change every 
five minutes is adequate, but he is re- 
ferring to well-controlled laboratory 
conditions and continuous processing 
machines. 

The acidity of the wash water affects 
the washing rate somewhat in the 
same way that the acidity of the fixer 
does. With decreased acidity the wash- 
ing time decreases appreciably. 

Since one seldom has control over 
the acidity of the wash water, a pre- 
treatment of the film in 0.03% ammonia 
can be used, the time of. treatment 
being about 2 minutes. However, if this 
practice is followed it is essential to 
rinse the film in water immediately 
after fixation, i.e., before treatment in 
the ammonia. The efficiency of wash- 
ing is increased 5 or 6 times by the 
ammonia pretreatment, at least with

ing exactly what he wants to do and makes it pay. 

Rollie McKenna did just that. She did it with archi- 
tecture—not pretty pictures for real estate agents but true, 
documentary statements of classic buildings for those 
who study and know. And she did it with portraiture— 
that crowded, much misused field, so often dead-ended 
into tricky lighting and paraphernalia which distort 
rather than reveal the subject. Here, too, she did not lend 
a flashbulb halo to celebrities who seek out the camera’s 
eye, but chose creative people—poets and painters, writ- 
ers and sculptors—and took them informally, without 
trappings, against their own workaday background. 

It is the combination of her practical experience in con- 
struction, training in architectural theory and history, 
plus a photographic technique to express her ideas that 
makes Mrs. McKenna’s photographs of buildings so use- 
ful. That they also are exciting pictures is due to imagina-

tion and considerable hard work As a child Rollie Mc- 
Kenna first learned of architecture from her grandfather, 
a naval architect who was constantly building and re- 
building his own home. In later years, she remodeled her 
country house and a brownstone in New York. She went 
to Vassar for an M.A. in the history of architecture, 
worked on a redesigning project of Poughkeepsie’s water- 
front, and became increasingly aware of how inadequate 
the architectural photo and slide collections were in most 
colleges and universities. Italian Renaissance, for in- 
stance—one of the most glamorized epochs—boasted 
countless numbers of visually inadequate pictures and 
slides. 

To be sure, a host of photographers had tried, and even 
succeeded in capturing some of Italy’s splendor. But their 
coverage was haphazard and incomplete and not easily 
available for those interested. The art departments of 
some colleges did have extensive files of visual material. 


V Sculptor Henry Moore proved shy when approached in 
his own studio. Mrs. McKenna photographed studio first, 
gradually worked around to shooting Moore himself. 
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But there were gaps no one had cared to fill: negatives 
taken as long as fifty years ago, others of general rather 
than specific views designed for popular markets. 

Encouraged by art historians and her teachers, Rollie 
McKenna decided to learn something about photography. 
In the summer of 1948, armed with little more than a 
copy of Eastman Kodak’s How to Make Good Pictures 
and a Pontiac camera with an f/3 Berthiot lens, pur- 
chased in Paris, which made sixteen exposures on a roll 
of 127 vest-pocket film, she made her first trip to Europe. 
Two years later, and again in 1952, she went to photo- 
geaph with considerably more technical knowledge and 
equipment. The venture paid off with a comprehensive 
coverage of three architectural giants of the Renais- 
sance—five hundred precious negatives of churches and 
buildings, monuments and sculpture, which received high 
praise from authorities for their accuracy, tonal values, 
scale and clarity. Mrs. McKenna’s collection of slides and 
prints have since then greatly enriched the files of many 
colleges and universities. 

“It may seem easy to photograph a building—after all, 
it doesn’t move. But its immobility creates special prob- 
lems. If you’re photographing a huge church, for ex- 
ample, you can’t manipulate the light inside or out. More 
often than not, old buildings are sandwiched in between 
newer ones and set along narrow and crowded streets. 
You must correct for distortion using a view camera with 
swings and tilts. You might also have to bribe or beg your 
way into a neighboring house for a better angle.” 


First, from a distance 


To give a full and comprehensive picture of their set- 
ting, she first attempts to shoot the buildings from a dis- 
tance. Moving closer, she takes various angles, then she 
goes inside for larger shots and finally selects significant 
details both inside and out. Naturally, the time of day is 
important. Strong textural surfaces can be emphasized 
by shooting early or by late afternoon sun; slanting light 
casts little shadows which emphasize the texture. Ex- 
teriors with deep recesses or archways are best photo- 
graphed on hazy days which do not produce deep 
shadows. To emphasize a sharp detail or surface pattern 
she waits for full sun. 

A passing person, a dog, or even a few pigeons will 
indicate the size or scale of a building. (See Alberti’s 
Santa Maria Novella, pages 48 and 49.) But the figures 
must be near the building. That is easy enough outside. 
Inside, it’s more of a problem since exposurés often are 
several minutes long. Constantly moving people will not 
register on your film; those who move slightly in the same 
place will appear blurred and ghostlike. If you want a 
person in an interior shot, you must have a model or ask 
a stranger to remain absolutely still. 

“Church interiors are vast and dark,” says Mrs. Mc- 
Kenna. “Take a church like Brunelleschi’s San Lorenzo 
in Florence. It is some 250 feet long, maybe 50 feet nigh, 
and, except for little clerestorey windows high up near

the ceiling, is illuminated by dim pulsating electric bulbs 
and flickering candles. To light the whole church properly 
is out of the question; multiple flash with a hundred or so 
people at prayer would have finished me off quickly.” 

Strangely enough, rainy or dismal days, no good for 
outside work, are best for interiors. The light is more 
evenly distributed. No shafts of sunlight render parts of 
the building brilliant and plunge others in darkness. An 
exposure meter often registers only on the most brightly 
lit areas. So guess and trial method is about best. Mrs. 
McKenna soon found that in large interiors of a medium 
gray color a three to four minute exposure on Super-XX 
film and a stop of £/32 or £/45 gave maximum depth with 
adequate sharpness. With this as a basis, she learned ex- 
posures for other types of interiors. To focus inside a dark 
building, she puts a small piece of tinfoil from a pack of 
cigarettes or a tiny pencil flash at the point of focus, then 
focuses on it with lens wide open, stops down to proper 
opening, removes the focusing aid and makes her ex- 
posure. 


Her equipment 


Rollie McKenna uses a 4 x 5 Linhof Technika III cam- 
era. She feels that its sturdiness, compactness and versa- 
tility make it more useful than an ordinary view camera. 
The lenses used with the Linhof are a Schneider-Kreuz- 
nach Angulon 90mm £/6.8, a Wide Field Ektar 190mm 
£/6.3 and a 12 in. Schneider-Kreuznach Tele-Xenar £/5.5. 
The wide angle and wide field lenses are most often used:

laden friends bent on “the different approach” to photo- 


When most couples get married, they hire a photographer 
to cover the ceremony and the reception. He dutifully 
shows up at the appointed place and hour with camera 
and flashbulbs. A few weeks after the festivities, the bride 
and groom are presented with a largish album of bright 
clear photographs. 

Not so West Coast Photographer Fred Lyon and his 
bride, ex-model Anne Murray. When invitations to their 
wedding and reception were sent out, one simple sentence 
was unintentionally omitted: “Photographers will not be 
permitted to bring cameras.” As a result, the wedding 
and particularly the reception was crawling with camera- 





graphing a wedding. When the air had cleared and Fred’s 
friends emerged from their darkrooms with finished 
prints, the collection made one of the most unusual sets 
of wedding photographs ever. Instead of the crystal 
clear photos in most wedding albums, Fred and Anne’s 
collection included many soft, blurred prints which had 
a swirl of gaiety and motion. 

The complete sequence of the important day was not 
there. But the couple had photographs which captured 
the joyous feeling and spirit of the wedding day.

Sor outdoor 
lamour. .. 


Peter Basch needs no introduction as a photographer of beauti- 
ful women. Many readers will recall an article on the subject of 
producing a variety of interpretative glamour portraits with 
simple studio lights which appeared in the October 1952 issue 
of MopeRN PHoTocraPHy. 

“As far as the actual mechanical aspects are concerned,” 
Basch says, “outdoor glamour portraits are easier to make than 
indoor portraits. There are no bulky lights to be adjusted, no 
backgrounds to shift, no buzzing doorbells or ringing tele- 
phones to contend with. Best of all, a subject is more at ease 
in natural surroundings than she can ever be surrounded by 
the artificiality of a studio.” 

Basch has no formula for shooting outdoor glamour. “When 
I set out on an assignment,” he says, “the only thing I’m sure 
of is that my subject has a beautiful, expressive, or intriguing 
face. I have no preconceived idea how I will ask her to pose, what kind of background we'll be using, 
or how she will be lighted. By approaching a shooting session with an open mind, | can take advantage of 
photographic possibilities that arise spontaneously as a result of the locale, the subject’s mood, and the 
existing light of the moment.” 

Basch has no favorite type of outdoor light. As a rule he avoids having a model face brilliant sunlight 
for obvious reasons. Direct sunlight is unflattering because it creates harsh shadows, produces squints, and 
is otherwise physically uncomfortable. There is no rule in Basch’s book, however, that says he can’t pro- 
duce a glamour portrait in open sunlight so long as the intensity of the light, or the direction from which 
it is coming, does not interfere with the expression or mood he is trying to capture. In brilliant sunlight 
he often asks the model to simply face away from the sun. Her hair then becomes brightly highlighted, or 
even haloed, while her face is softly illuminated by reflected light. With the light at her back, a model is 
comfortable, hence receptive to whatever moods or emotions the locale and circumstances may evoke. 

Many of Basch’s portraits are made in filtered sunlight or open shade. In addition to being inherently 
moody, this kind of light is soft and flattering. Shadows are delicate and it is possible for the model to 
turn in practically any direction without incurring severe shadows. If Basch feels that additional illumina- 
tion is needed for the face, he simply has the subject move closer to a reflective wall or patch of light- 
colored sand or soil. “Some day,” he says, “I’m going to build one of those portable reflectors I’m always 
reading about. So far, the most ‘artificial’ reflective surface I’ve ever used was a bath towel.” 

The one thing Basch constantly guards against is having mechanical technique overwhelm the potential 
natural charm and reality of a picture. “I don’t want to bother with a lot of equipment,” he says. “I usu- 
ally take along a Contax and a Rolleiflex camera, plenty of medium speed pan film, and a tripod. Actually, 
the tripod seldom gets a workout because I find that I can catch a fleeting expression on the spur of the 
moment with the camera either handheld, or steadied upon whatever support happens to be available. In each 
picture, I try to obtain balanced light—in other words, an even illumination that does not produce inky 
shadows. In actual practice, I may expose a tripod shot for 1 second with a diaphragm opening of £/22, then 
follow up with a picture shot at 1/100 sec. and £/3.5. As for an ‘average’ exposure, I simply have none.”

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Posing 
Sor outdoor 
glamour... 
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Natural, unaffected charm is the keynote of most outdoor glamour portraits. The model should never look 
painstakingly groomed. Makeup should be applied sparingly—just enough to cover freckles or minor skin 
blemishes which might otherwise photograph too prominently. The costume should be simple and in keeping 
with an outdoor locale—a skirt and blouse, playsuit, sweater, or a swim suit if the background suggests a 
beach or water setting. 

“Study your model, the light, and the available backgrounds carefully,” Peter Basch advises, “before you 
try to decide upon a pose.” Whenever possible, Basch selects a picture-making locale that will allow him to 
walk completely around the model. As she turns, looks at him over her shoulder, or tilts her head, he watches 
the play of light upon her face. Once he has decided upon the lighting effect he wants, he has the girl ap- 
proximate the pose he feels he would like to shoot. The next step is to study her image in the viewfinder from 
a variety of high, low, and intermediate camera angles. The final choice of a camera angle depends upon sev- 
eral factors. First, the angle should be one which emphasizes the most attractive feature or expression he has 
thus far discovered in the girl. Second, the camera angle will largely determine thc kind of background the 
picture is to have—a plain sky, out-of-focus foliage, water, architecture, pattern, etc. 

Nature itself can contribute a great deal to the charm of an outdoor glamour picture. Wind tossing 
the girl’s hair, splashing water, backlighted mist from a waterfall, filtered sunlight between tall trees, pat- 
terns of sunlight and shadows created by open trellis work—all can add reality to a setting. Basch refines 
each pose as far as composition is concerned, but tries to allow the model-to react naturally to the setting 
in a physical as well as an emotional sense of the word. If the wind is whipping her hair or clothing, he 
lets her instinctive reaction to the situation dictate what she does with her hands. “An expression or mood 
brought about by the circumstances of the moment,” he says, “is likely to be far better than anything a pho- 
tographer can induce by direction.”

Cropping 
or outdoor 





Cropping a picture is a task each photographer performs instinctively 
rather than by a rule book. Two years—or perhaps only two hours— 
after he has cropped a picture, a photographer may be inclined to 
crop it altogether differently. In each instance, the end result simply 
reflects his compositional tastes of the moment. 

Most of Peter Basch’s outdoor glamour shots are exposed on square 
Rolleiflex negatives which are then contact proofed (12 to a sheet) 
on 8 x 10 in. enlarging paper. Each picture is then studied with the 
aid of a pair of cardboard L’s which can be adjusted to frame any 
portion of the images in a square or rectangular format. Most of 
the pictures in Basch’s contact proof file bear pencil marks which 
indicate several possible ways of cropping the principal image. 

The large picture, opposite, for example, was cropped to a vertical 

format, while the picture above was cropped to horizontal format. 

A glance at the contact proof alongside each picture makes it obvious 

that only a small portion of each negative was actually used. Equally 

effective enlargements could be made by arranging entirely different formats—or even by using altogether 
different sections of each negative. Everything depends upon the effect that is desired. 

As a general rule (but by no means an arbitrary one) Basch frames a subject pretty well in the center of 
his negative area. With room to spare on each side of the main subject, the picture easily lends itself to be- 
ing cropped to a variety of formats. “In a final blow-up,” Basch says, “the girl’s head usually appears off 
center with the largest amount of picture space existing in the direction of her gaze. This, however is a mat- 
ter of taste in composition—not a rule. The final impression is what counts.”—-THE END

The greatest photographic show in 
history was held at Cologne, Germany, 
April 3-11. Sponsored by the Associa- 
tion of the German Photographic Indus- 
try, the event bore the official title of 
International Photographic and Cine- 
matographic Exhibition but the name 
known to the general public was Photo- 
kina 1954. The last previous Photokina 
was held in 1952. 

Although the bulk of the exhibits 
originated in the Western Zones of 
Germany, there were a few from the 
Russian Zone. There was also a large 
French pavilion, a few British firms 
were represented, and a number of well 
known American companies put their 
products on display. 

The Photokina was organized, con- 
ducted, and attended on a scale com- 
pletely incredible to those Americans 
who attended it for the first time. The 
Cologne exhibition hall, which has a 
floor area equivalent to that of several 
good sized armories (520,000 sq. ft.), 
was jammed with lavish stands through 
which poured a crowd such as might 
attend a big league ball game. Total at- 
tendance for the Photokina was about 
200,000, while the biggest day, a Sun- 
day, attracted approximately 40,000. 

Part of the crowd consisted of deal- 
ers who had come from all over the 
world to see what’s new and place 
orders. The main part, however, were 
amateurs, who had traveled from all 
parts of Germany, not to photograph 
scantily clad models, but to examine 
equipment, ask serious questions, and 
inspect a number of fascinating and 
educational print exhibits which were 
scattered throughout the halls. Also 
present were two editors of MopeRNn 
PHotocraPHy, to make a first hand re- 
port of everything of interest. 

It was obvious that the German pho- 


tographic industry had made a major- 


effort to show that it still was, and 
would continue to be, the dominant 
force in photography. Although most 
industry leaders questioned were in- 
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clined to pooh-pooh Japanese equip- 
ment, some admitted privately that 
there had been competition, and that it 
had had a healthy effect in forcing the 
German designers back to their draw- 
ing boards. They expressed confidence 
that as a result the German industry 
had nothing to fear, technologically, 
from Japanese designs. 

It was alsa obvious that there was a 
large amount of stuff shown at the Pho- 
tokina which was not of really high 
quality and that some of the firms pro- 
ducing it are destined for disaster. 


New Principle in Synchro- 
Compur Shutters: Important 
changes have been made in the opera- 
tion and control of the Compur shutter. 
Shutter speeds have been altered so that 


_each selected speed now represents 14 


or twice the speed of the one adjacent: 
1 second, 1/2, 1/4, 1/8, 1/15, 1/30, 
1/60, 1/125, 1/250, 1/500, plus bulb. 
This follows the pattern of an A.S.A. 
standard for fecal plane shutter speeds. 
The result is that one more speed has 
been added to the shutter and a positive 
linear relationship established between 
the shutter speeds and the diaphragm 
openings.

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To take advantage of the relation- 
ship between shutter speeds and lens 
openings a new series of numbers known 
as the Light Value Scale has been added 
to the speed-setting ring. This series 
starts at 2 and goes in normal sequence 
to 18. The numbers appearing in red 
represent the amount of light admitted 
to the film as ‘a result of one or more 
combinations of shutter speeds and lens 
openings. The diaphragm control lever 
has been constructed to lock into de- 
sired position opposite the light scale 
numbers, and be coupled to the shutter 
speed control. Once the diaphragm con- 
trol has been set at the desired opening, 
any changes in shutter speed auto- 
matically corrects the diaphragm open- 
ing so the relative exposure is the same. 

A number of new photo electric ex- 
posure meters give readings in the 
Compur light value scale. All that is 
necessary with these meters is to get 
the Compur light value reading, set the 
diaphragm control to this number and 
choose the shutter speed necessary for 
the particular situation. Diaphragm 
openings adjust automatically with 
changes in shutter speed. 

One lever controls the self timer and 
the flash delay settings. The X delay is 
for electronic flash at all speeds, SF-SM 
type bulbs up to 1/100 sec. and 20ms. 
delay bulbs up to 1/25 sec. The M set- 
ting is for conventional 20ms. delay 
flush lamps at all speeds. 

A single lever now controls flash syn- 
chronization delay and the self timer. 
The setting for self timer is marked 
“V.” Even when using the self timer, 
the X synchronization delay is operative.

The camera bellows, as such, is gone 
(although there is an internal bellows 
which serves mainly as a light trap).

The exposure 
counter is of the subtracting type. 
Neither has a built-in rangefinder. 


The other two Retinas—Retina IIc 
and Retina I1Ic—introduce a new prin- 
ciple in providing interchangeability of 
lenses for a 35mm folding-type camera. 
According to the model these cameras 
are provided with either a Rodenstock 
Heligon C or Schneider Xenon C, 50mm, 
f/2 or £/2.8 lens. These lenses are so 
designed that the complete front half 
(three elements in front of the dia- 
phragm blades) can be removed as a 
unit through a bayonet lock. Behind the 
diaphragm and shutter are three more 
elements which remain fixed. 

Both an 80mm, f/4, five-element long 
focal length lens, and a 35mm f/5.6, six- 
element wide angle lens are provided 
which can be interchanged through the

bayonet lock on front of the shutter. 
These lenses are so designed that they 
present an image at infinity to the fixed 
rear element of the 50mm lens which 
then relays the image to the film. The

TRENDS AND NOVELTIES AT THE PHOTOKINA 


The conventional pressure plate, which is designed to hold the film flat in the film 
plane by spring pressure, has been eliminated in several new 35mm camera models. 
Instead, the film runs in a channel, microscopically deeper than the thickness of 
the film, and is prevented from buckling by a rigid metal plate which clamps down 
over the channel but puts no pressure on the film when it lies flat. 


The rapid film winder, in the form of a thumb-operated lever, is taking over in the 
35mm field, and also was found on some larger roll film cameras. 


More cameras with between-the-lens shutters had the film advance coupled in- 
ternally to the shutter wind. 

The F and X delay settings on shutters are being combined, so that now only X 
and M settings are left. In some cases these have been identified by a little lightning 
flash sign for the X and a tiny bulb sign for the M. 

Old lens designs are being reworked with newer types of glass. Full advantage is 
being taken of improved lens coating and airspaces between lens elements. 
Enlarger heads which slide up and down the post are giving way to the flexible 
parallelogram support type, even for manual focusing. The condenser lenses are 
fitted so that they can be cleaned easily. 

Remarkable plastics are being employed to make huge pieces of processing equip- 
ment. Trays, tanks, washers, sinks, all are made of a bright red or orange material, 
which is light but stable and tough. 

Built-in exposure meters are now so small that they add little bulk to the camera. 
They are designed to give either conventional readings or to use the new simplified 
Compur light value scale (see opposite page). 

Several stereo devices which split the 24 x 36mm negative, in the manner of the 
Stereo Tach, were shown. There seems to be little inclination to develop stereo 
equipment of the American style, at least for the non-USA market. 
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BIRDS MAKE THE|F 


Many elements go into the making of a good picture—lighting, composition, technical controls, 
interesting subject material. On these ten pages is a collection of unusual pictures which have 
but one thing in common—birds. These are not scientific studies of birds. They are, for the 
most part, ordinary events, common to the lives of many people. In each of these scenes is 
a bird (or a number of birds) which makes the picture. Birds as subject matter are fascinat- 
ing in themselves, their grace, their coloring, in some cases their expressions. But birds have 
other attributes for the photographer—they make wonderful props, beautiful patterns, fantasies, 

backgrounds. They accent a mood, as in the photograph 

below. Ben Rose made this shot originally as a color Christ-

Pigeons can be props—and extremely appropriate ones, too. French photog- 
rapher Agnes Varda recognizes a striking face when she sees one. And for this 
subject, whose features, expression, dress, and even comb of hair are so remi- 
niscent of early Italian Renaissance paintings, she chose everything with care. 
The background is plain. The dress is relieved only by touches of white at 
wrist and neck. The pose is formal to an extreme. The lighting is dramatic, 
pointing to the sensitive hand, emphasizing the handsomely boned features. 
And the pet bird (a pigeon rather than the Renaissance favorite, the falcon) 
adds the final precise touch. Taken with a Rolleiflex, Super-XX, £/5.6, 1/25th.

The necessity for seeing a photograph quickly is well illustrated in this remarkable 


shot of a bird taking flight by Milton White. He retained the sharpness of the wood 
planks and played against this the beautiful blur of the bird’s wings. Leica, hand- 
held, £/5.6, 1/40 sec., on Kodachrome. An opposite necessity, patient observation, is 
demonstrated by Ernst Haas in his perceptive study of pigeons and their shadows. 
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Simple shot of a pigeon 
at rest by Ernst Haas is 
lifted out of the ordinary 
by perpendicular angle 
which photographer used 
to call attention to per- 
fect pattern of wings and 
bird’s interesting color- 
ing of tan body, white 
Wings tipped with sireaks. 
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Muted colors of background, further soft- 
ened by shallow depth of field, enhances 


peace of this already tranquil domestic 
Mexican scene. Brilliant plumage of parrot, 
who looks as if he might change mood in 
an instant’s raucous scream, is intensified 
by sharply focused texture. Leonard Balish 
used a Leica, £/4, 1/60 sec., Kodachrome. 
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Joseph Morris prefocused Rolleiflex, used sportsfinder to 
follow birds in flight. The problem was how to get the birds 
low enough to avoid getting the sun directly in lens. 
Solution: tossing bits of bread as a lure. Data: £/4, 1/500 
second, Ansco Daylight Type film, plus a Skylight filter. 
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This modern day St. Francis is not talking to the birds, he is feeding them. Henry 
Genn took the street scene with a Rolleiflex, £/5.6, 1/500 sec. to stop wings’ motion. 


Since you can’t tell birds how to pose, you sometimes 
have to tell yourself to wait. S. C. Valastro waited a long 
time till these four swimming birds formed a coherent 
pattern and one regarded him with a cold eye. Taken 
with a Contax II on Kodachrome, £/4.5, 1/100 sec. 


Burt Owen placed a bird cage on a 
window sill, focused on cage, shot 
against the light for this lyric photo- 
graph. Primaflex II, £/4.5, 1/30th. 








A Bird seems to be in a big hurry in 
unusually cropped photograph by Muni 
Leiblein. Contrast between background, 
bench and bird adds strength to simple 
lines of bench and graceful motion of the 
bird’s flight. To get movement in wings, 
Muni used Rollei at 1/25 sec. To cut 
down detail in snow, he set lens at £/8. 


Another high key background—only this 
time the day was overcast and full of 
strong, yet diffused light. Paul Brady 
used a Speed Graphic, 8-inch Ektar lens, 
to catch the bird at the instant in which 
it seems to be a ghostlike figure. > 


Arturo, a pigeon who lives in the Piazzo 
San Marco in Venice, is a dignified bird 
used to posing for tourists and photog- 
raphers for a few pieces of corn. Here is a 
rather dignified study by David Seymour.

ROBOT ROYAL

IT SHOOTS A CONTINUOUS BURST 


OR A RAPID SEQUENCE 


1. Lenses are in special breech lock mount 
that will fit only the Robot camera. Standard 
speed lens is 40mm f/1.9 Schneider Xenon. 
The mount is color coded for zone focusing. 


2. Speed setting dial has speeds from 1% sec.

7. Shutter release is located forward on hous- 
ing and is threaded to accept cable release. 


8. Synchronization contacts are of standard 
European type. Separate, well located, outlets 
are provided for X and M synchronization. 


9. Camera is held level on flat surface by foot 
which contracts into camera when not in use, 
is handy for bracing during long exposures. 


10. Covering is of durable black plastic, em- 
bossed to provide a non-slip surface. Body 
is an aluminum casting, very well finished. 


HOW GOOD IS THE ROBOT ROYAL? > 








f the many 35mm automatic sequence cam- 
eras that have been manufactured, the Robot 
made by Berning & Co. of Dusseldorf, Ger- 
many, is the only successful model produced 
over a period of years. Previous Robot cam- 

eras, including the Robot Star, although mechanically 
dependable, lacked an integral rangefinder. This made 
image sharpness largely a hit or miss proposition, es- 
pecially at large apertures. An accessory coupled range- 
finder was produced for the Robot Star but it lacked 
accuracy and rigidity. 

The new Robot Royal is not a rehashed Robot Star. 
Instead it is a completely redesigned camera which now 
includes many features to make it an “all around minia- 
ture” rather than the highly specialized camera it was 
formerly. It still retains the 24 x 24mm Robot negative 
format, however. A single window, coupled rangefinder- 
viewfinder has been added along with a fully automatic 
feature which allows continuous bursts of shots, like a 
movie camera. The camera continues operating as long 
as the release button is depressed and the spring holds 
out (24 frames). It also features single-frame semi-auto- 
matic operation. In either case a spring wound motor 
automatically winds the rotary metal shutter, advances the 
film and resets the frame counter between exposures. 

A knob on the front right of the camera body controls 
the speeds of the Robot shutter, which range from 1/2 
to 1/500 sec., plus bulb. This knob is knurled for a posi- 
tive grip. Each speed clicks into position. Another knob 
on the front left of the camera (1) selects the type of 
operation the camera is to perform. In the “E” position, 
it makes single exposures, while at the “S” position, the 
camera will fire continuously until the spring is wound 
down. There’s a lever protruding from the lower side of 
this knob to aid in shifting from one type of operation 
to another without moving the camera from your eye. 
The number of frames possible in automatic operation 
in one second depends on the shutter speed setting. The 
1/500 permits up to 6 exposures while slower speeds allow 
considerably less. 

The lens mount is a completely new departure from 
all former Robots. Instead of a screw mount, the Robot 
Royal has a breech lock type. The lenses can be inter- 
changed rapidly by rotating through a 14 turn a half- 
moon-shaped lever underneath the lens mount (2). The 
lens on the model tested locked firmly into place without 
the slightest trace of play in the mount. The extremely 
rigid design characterizes the excellent workmanship 
found throughout the camera. Rotating the locking lever 
m«shes the half bayonet mount on the lens with a similar 
mount on the camera. 

The 40mm Schneider Xenon f/1.9 lens was also very 
rigidly mounted, coated and marked for the zone focusing 
system, now rendered largely unnecessary by the coupled 
rangefinder. The focusing ring is oversized and has four 
small protruding points to make grasping the ring 
easier (3). The diaphragm is equipped with click stops 
from f/1.9 to £/16. 

The viewfinder has a square yellow area in the center 
containing the secondary image of the superimposed

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rangefinder. A half turn of the lens mount covers the 
entire focusing range from .75 meters (a little under three 
feet) to infinity. The focusing was extremely smooth. 
The rangefinder-viewfinder images were exceptionally 
bright and crisp, even in poor light, although the sides 
of the viewfinder tube showed considerable reflection 
when viewing a bright light source from a dark position. 

The 40mm f/1.9 Schneider Xenon, the lens supplied 
with the camera, was put through exhaustive bench and 
field tests. Unfortunately, only one lens was available 
at the time of the tests so that no conclusions could be 
drawn about the over-all quality of this lens type. Lens, 
rangefinder and camera were first checked for proper 
alignment. Tests then showed that this individual lens 
exhibited a marked falling off of edge definition at full 
aperture. The lens, however, improved considerably 
when stopped down. At £/4, it was acceptable. A 38mm 
{/2.8 Schneider Xenon, which will also be available as 
a standard lens, was not available for tests. 

The 30mm £/3.5 Schneider Xenogon wide angle lens 
tested proved to be of excellent quality throughout the 
full range of stops and across the entire picture area. 

A 75mm Tele-Xenar £/3.8 showed good definition at 
f/4 which held to £/11. The 200mm f/5.6 announced 
for the Robot Royal was not available for testing. 

The Royal is opened for loading by raising a clip on 
the left side of the camera and then swinging the back 
outwards. The inside of the camera is well finished. A 
take-up cassette is provided with the camera and standard 


film cartridges can be used (5). The pressure exerted by - 


a lever opens the lips of the take-up cassette when the 
back is closed. However, if you don’t rewind, you'll 
lose the last three or so frames on the roll since they'll 
be exposed when you open the camera back. 

The shutter release, located in a convenient position 
on the top left of the camera, tripped the shutter softly, 
with very little pressure and almost no jar (6). The but- 
ton is threaded to accept a cable release. An accessory 
shoe for additional finders, for other than normal focal 
length lenses, is at top center in line with the lens. 

The rewind knob, located at the top right of the cam- 
era, can be extended above the camera for easier turn- 
ing (7). Unlike previous models of the Robot, rewinding 
was smooth and effortless. This knob is kept in its de- 
pressed position when the camera is in actual use, dis- 
engaging the rewind from the cartridge and thus keeping 
film drag at a minimum. When the knob is raised it ex- 
poses a collar used in setting the film speed rewinder. 

A selector button on the rear center of the camera 
serves as a triple safety (8). Placing the button in the 
extreme left position opposite the green dot readies the 
camera for operation. Centering the button on the red 
dot locks the camera’s release and also blacks out the 
rangefinder-viewfinder window so you can’t attempt to 
take pictures by mistake while the camera is locked. The 
extreme right position frees the rewind knob for use and 
also blocks out the viewfinder. 

The motor wind key (9) is located on the bottom left 
of the camera and is a ratchet arrangement permitting 
fairly rapid winding with a movement something like 
winding a watch. This key was quite stiff and resulted 
in sore fingers with repeated windings. It’s still a vast 
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improvement over the stiff and hard-to-grasp knob on 
previous models. The motor can be fully wound in about 
ten seconds without rushing. The right bottom of the 
camera houses the tripod socket and a retractable plate 
that is used to hold the camera level on a table top. 

An indicator on the top right of the camera shows the 
number of exposures that have been made. The dial can 
be set to zero by depressing a button on the top left of 
the camera and turning a wheel protruding from the 
back left of the camera. 

Flash synchronization contacts are located on the 
lower front right of the Robot Royal. There are two 
European-type push-on contacts, one for “X” synch and 
the other for “M” type bulbs. The contacts are well 
located, keeping the synch cord from interfering with 
camera operation. They suffer from the same difficulty 
as all European push-on contacts, however, and can be 
pulled loose quite easily. 

In operation, the Robot Royal proved nearly all that 
the designers could have envisioned. A trip to the circus 
proved that the camera could be operated easily in 
little light. The automatic operation allowed a tightrope 
walker to be photographed through a somersault (page 
74) while semi-automatic operation caught other circus 
acts which might have been missed by other cameras 
while resetting the camera or winding the shutter. 

The 24 x 24mm format retained in the new Robot 
Royal is bound to come in for much criticism; it always 
has. Except for a few manufacturers, the 24x36mm frame 
has been almost universally adopted for still 35mm cam- 
eras. The smaller format, however, is necessitated by the 
camera’s design. As a result, the user does develop a 
few benefits. He doesn’t have to worry about whether 
a picture should be taken vertically or horizontally. Also 
the shorter focal length lenses used give him greater 
depth of field at any given opening. 

On the debit side, the camera produces a smaller nega- 
tive, meaning that it must be enlarged further than a 
24 x 36mm negative to give the same image size in a print. 
Also the color worker will be handicapped since his film 
will be returned to him in rolls which he will have to 
cut apart and mount himself in special mounts. 

The Robot Royal will sell for $295 with the f£/1.9 
lens; $255 with the £/2.8. The case is $14.50. The 30mm 
£/2.8 lens is $95, the 75mm £/3.8, $105. A universal 
finder of the zoom type costs $42.40. An electromagnetic 
release for remote control operation is $46.50.

DON’T STAY INDOORS, 
PRINT IN THE SUN 


No darkroom, no safelight, no developer! 


Here is how you can make lasting contact prints 


by exposing and fixing in the sun. 


1. Here are all the materials you’ll need for printing in the 2. Check to make sure negative strips do not overlap be- 
sun. Load frame in shade. Lay negative strips on the glass, fore placing frame in sun. Sunlight exposure should be 
emulsion side up. Place printing out paper over them, made so even illumination is cast over the entire surface. 
emulsion side down. Close wooden frame carefully, and lock. Image will darken gradually to a deep reddish-brown color. 


5. How dark should the print be? Print above, though 6. Distinct overexposure (often as much as three times 
pleasing to the eye, is still much too light, as it will be more than normal) must be given for good results. Image 
bleached by the hypo solution. Close frame carefully to shown above is dark enough for fixing. Open frame in 
avoid getting a double image and let exposure continue. the shade to avoid possible fogging, and remove the paper. 
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Summer’s a heck of a time to spend cooped up in a hot 
darkroom making prints. The air gets stuffy, solution 
temperatures skyrocket. If it’s just contact prints you 
want, why not make them out of doors in the sunlight 
with printing out paper? No darkroom, no safelight— 
and no developer either. The only photographic solu- 
tion you need to use is hypo. 

Printing out paper (P.O.P.) isn’t a new invention. 
For years portrait photographers have used it to make 
studio contact proofs. They find P.O.P. handy because 
the image is formed purely by the action of light, and 
because prints need not be made permanent (customers 
are often tempted to keep the proofs instead of order- 
ing finished prints). However, P.O.P. will last as long 
as any black-and-white contact sheet if fixed in hypo 
after exposure—and this is a daylight operation, too. 


3. During the 5-15 minute exposure, prepare your fixer. 
If using plain hypo, take 4 ounces of hypo crystals and 
add water to make one quart solution. Packaged fixer with 
acid hardener will produce a yellower tone in the print. 


7. Immerse entire sheet of printing out paper swiftly and 
evenly in the hypo solution and allow it to fix for 5 to 10 
minutes. If fixing several sheets of printing out paper at 
the same time, be sure to agitate prints every few minutes. 


For illumination you'll need sunlight, since exposure 
by most artificial light sources takes too long. A pack- 
age of printing out paper, one hinged 8x10 printing 
frame, a pound of hypo crystals, and one or two trays, 
8x10 or larger, will complete your outfit. 

For best results proofs should be printed quite dark, 
see opp. page, since hypo has a bleaching action on 
P.O.P. Exposures will vary from 5 to 15 minutes de- 
pending on the location and time of year. However, 
the advantage of a printing frame is that the back is 
hinged to permit checking exposure without destroy- 
ing film-to-paper register. For the record, printing out 
paper is manufactured by Kodak as Studio Proof, by 
Ansco as Glossy Proof and by Gevaert as P.O.P. All are 
similar and allow you to print when and where you 
wish, using the sun.—Jack Daniels. 


4. You'll need to check image density since exposures vary 
according to location and time of year. This can be done 
without disturbing negative-to-paper register by opening .

8. Wash prints for twenty minutes in running water and 
make sure that sheets are kept moving throughout wash- 
ing time.

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the effective background 


CAMERA IN HAND WE SEARCH for subjects in the warm 
summer weather. We note facial expression, the grace 
of a child at play, the configurations of a butterfly. In- 
tent on focusing and shooting at the exact moment, many 


times we give the background only casuai attention. If 
we think of it at all we say, “Does it hinder or help the 
general mood?” But for pictures with the greatest pos- 
sible impact we should ask before shooting, “Are we 
using the background effectively? Have we tied this 
large area into the scene as a whole?” 

Whether you tell a story with your pictures, as on 











these two pages, or are after mood (see pages 84 through 
87) the effective background must “belong”—cannot 
look like an afterthought. Cartier-Bresson in his photo- 
graph below, for example, links environment to subject, 
and in so doing tells the story of a country gentleman. Leo 
Stashin uses the same storytelling device in his picture 
of bridge painters in front of steel girders, left, and 
essentially makes a unit of his picture through use of 
shape and form. A background which contrasts sharply 
with the subject can be dramatically effective as in David 
Seymour’s picture of a baby against European ruins, le/t. 


HENRI CARTIER-BRESSON 








WE LOOK FOR MOODS, TOO. We try to recapture the way 
we felt when we took the picture. In the final print, how- 
ever, the original feeling is often lost—obscured by a 
background which is too sharp, or too busy—over- 
shadowed by the large area which the ineffective setting 
occupies. Yet the photographer who has mastered the 
secret of effective background has at his fingertips 
numerous ways of making sure the mood is transferred 
to the film and finally to enlarging paper. 

What mood are you trying to recreate? All of us have 
tried to picture a child’s world of fantasy. It can be 
pointed up as in Tana Hoban’s photograph shown at 
right. The eyes are sharp. The rest—flowers, clothes, 
and part of the face—was thrown out of focus to simu- 
late the isolated circle in which a child dreams. And 
there are techniques for motion, too. One was used by 
Werner Bischof to emphasize the feeling of a horse in 
motion, above. By panning the camera with the horse he 
obtained a feeling of forward-going motion in the back- 
ground trees. If you can’t find the right scene, set it 
up as Burt Owen did to make the picture at left. 
Butterflies have a grace and charm all their own. En- 
tranced, Owen set one in an area where you would least 
expect to find it—in the midst of New York City. He 
was after an effect of opposites—a sort of Beauty and 
the Beast feeling. Suggesting the setting by keeping it 
out of focus was sufficient, and had the advantage of 
centering attention directly on the insect. His striking 
result is due to forethought—rule number one for the pho- 
tographer who wants to produce effective backgrounds.

WERNER BISCHOF 
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A ERNST HAAS HENRI CARTIER-BRESSON > 


WE LOOK AT OVER-ALL SCENES, TOO—while traveling, while away on 
week-end trips. Sometimes these views pose another problem. Every- 
things seems to be background. But when we look closely, we see that 
setting and foreground often merge into each other. Here a different 
approach must be used. Cartier-Bresson, who made the picture at right, 
says: “... inside movement there is one moment at which the elements 
in motion are in balance. Photography must seize upon this moment 
and hold immobile the equilibrium of it.” In his picture, the railing 
was a fixed object. Yet inside this framework, from foreground to 
background, Cartier-Bresson caught his people in that moment of 
balance which makes a picture an indivisible unit of expression. 

For Ernst Haas, traveling in southwestern U.S.A., the problem of 
merging foreground and background was even greater. There were no 
people to break up the area. Drama, vastness, the insignificance of 
man-made machines, were all there under the overcast sky. But the 
equilibrium was missing.

built-in rangefinder does not couple with 
the 80mm and 35mm lenses. They must 
be focused manually. However, the cam- 
era rangefinder can be used separately 
to determine the correct distance to the 
subject. Schneider and Rodenstock 
components cannot be mixed. 

The Retina. IIc comes equipped with 
either a Heligon C or Xenon C, 50mm 
f/2.8 lens in the new Compur shutter. 
It has a coupled single-window range- 
finder-viewfinder in which the field of 
view is outlined by a brightly illumi- 
nated reticule, which also carries paral- 
lax correction marks. The central 
focusing portion is diamond shaped. 

The Retina IIIc has either a Heligon 
C or Xenon C 50mm, f/2 lens and a tiny 
built-in photo-electric reflected light 
exposure meter. The meter has been de- 
signed to give direct readings in the 
new Compur light value scale. It also 
can be used for readings in the con- 
ventional manner with f/stops and shut- 
ter speeds. There are two light scales: 
with front door closed in bright light; 
and with door open in dim light. 


Retina IIIc with normal lens fitted. 
Exposure meter is behind small rec- 
tangular door at top left of camera. 


Contaflex Accessories: A lens 
attachment is available for the Conta- 
flex which increases the normal focal 
length of the lens from 45mm to 77mm. 
It is termed a portrait supplementary 
lens 1.7x and focuses from 4 ft. to in- 
finity. The attachment is made by Carl 
Zeiss, Oberkochen. 

In order to use this supplementary 
lens with the camera you fit a special 
bracket over the lens standard and 


screw the supplementary lens into the - 


bracket. No exposure increase is neces- 
sary: regular lens settings apply. The 
camera, lens and portrait lens com- 
bination is not to be used at larger 
diaphragm openings than £/5.6, how- 
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ever. The adapter for the portrait at- 
tachment can be left on the camera 
without interfering with closing the 
regular camera case. 


Conta flex with “portrait” attachment 


A stereo attachment which repro- 
duces the stereo pair within the single 
24 x 36mm Contaflex negative area is 
also available. This screws into the 
same bracket used for the portrait lens. 
With the attachment, both pictures of 
the stereo pair are visible in the view- 
finder but only ground glass focusing is 
possible. 


Hasselblad Wide Angle Cam- 
era: Faced with the problem of mount- 
ing a wide angle lens in a Hasselblad 
camera, the designers decided to dis- 
pense entirely with the normal camera. 
Instead, a specially designed Carl Zeiss 
Biogon 38mm, £/4.5 lens has been 
mounted in a Synchro Compur shutter 
and attached permanently to a very shal- 
low camera body. To use the camera, 
called the Supreme Wide Angle, regular 
Hasselblad film magazines are latched 
onto the back (which matches the back 
of the conventional camera body). 

Focusing is entirely by scale, which is 
not a problem; at £/22 the depth of field 
includes everything from about 30 in. to 
infinity. The lens covers a 90° angle and 
is said to be capable of excellent defini- 
tion without vignetting, even at maxi- 
mum aperture. A novel reflex finder 
shows the field of view, while an adja- 
cent magnifier gives a big image of a 
bubble level atop the camera body.

New Shutter for Rollei: The 
£/3.5 Rolleiflex has been modified for 
the new Synchro Compur shutter. Shut- 
ter speed and diaphragm controls have 
been coupled; as the shutter speed 
dial is moved, the diaphragm control 
opens or closes the lens to compensate 
for shutter speed changes. However, if 
the diaphragm control is moved, it does 
not change the shutter speed setting. 

The same type of focusing knobs used 
on the f/2.8 C have been added to the 
{/3.5. There are improved locks on the 
flash connection and release button. 
Double exposures can be made if they 
are desired. 

The Zeiss Planar 80mm, f/2.8 lens, 
a new design, will be supplied in the 
Rolleiflex as well as the Schneider 
Xenotar £/2.8. 


Rolleimeter Rangefinder: For 
those who want it, an optical rangefinder 
known as the Rolleimeter has been de- 
signed for the Rollei £/3.5 and f/2.8 C. 
It consists of a frame which locks onto 
the top of the camera, and a simple 
rangefinder mechanism. When first 
placed on the camera, it must be ad- 


justed for infinity, a simple operation. 
After that, the adjustment screw is 
capped and no further changes are nec- 
essary even though the device is re 
moved and replaced. The rangefinder 
has a 57mm base. 


Robot Royal Special Equip 
ment: A special model of the Robot 
Royal has a back designed to hold film 
for 400 exposures. An electric motor is 
provided to operate this camera and 
there is an attachment, which permits 
automatic camera operation from 8 ex- 
posures per second to one exposure ev 
ery 12 hours, for time lapse photog 
raphy. 

An array of adapters, accessories oF 
attachments permit use of the Robot 
Royal for many commercial, industrial

To help you choose the filters you’ll need, we’ve listed the 


basic ones on this page. Start out with these. Then, as you 
advance, you can experiment with some of the more than 100 
Wratten Filters Kodak makes for specialized uses. 

You’ll do well, too, to choose Kodak Wratten Filters. We 
use dyed gelatin, held to laboratory standards and suitable 
for the most precise optical experiments. And we seal it be- 
tween two pieces of plane-parallel optical glass in much the 
same way the elements of a fine lens are sealed together. This 
is why Kodak Wratten Filters are of such high optical quality. 


How filters work eeeA color 
filter is an optical screen. It absorbs some 
colors of light and passes other colors. At 
left, you see how a yellow Kodak Wratten 
K2 Filter absorbs part of the blue light from 
an outdoor scene. This is desirable because 
blue rays are excessively powerful. The filter 
improves tone balance in the black-and- 
white negative and print. The sky will have 


a richer tone; clouds will show up better; 
the whole effect will be more pleasing. 

Other filters are used to exaggerate tones 
for dramatic effect or to get better light 
balance for the color film you are using (for 
example, to balance daylight for a Type A 
artificial-light film). But the principle is the 
same in each case.

Dr. Cinema says... 


Plan to shoot beach movies this summer? 
Here are ways to get action-packed footage. 


Sometime this summer you'll prob- 
ably be visiting a spot where the water 
meets the shore. It may be at a lake or 
asea beach, at the old swimming hole, 
or at an outdoor pool. Without trying 
to analyze the movie possibilities of 
every type of water locale, let’s con- 
centrate upon beach pictures in hopes 
of touching upon the majority of prob- 
lems you are likely to encounter. 


Let there be action... 


Try to think of your beach movie as 
a kind of vacation film in miniature. 
In other words, do a little planning in 
advance so as to inject as much con- 
tinuity as possible. A beach is a great 
place for the sort of action that makes 
a movie move. It is also a mecca of 
color—the blue of the sky and water, 
brightly painted boats, colorful bath- 
ing suits and beach gear. Photograph 
the action and color, to be sure, but 
don’t go over-board (no pun intended) 
doing it. Pace your movie with an oc- 
casional stationary prop—an over- 
turned boat, a beach ball or shovel in 
the sand, plastic animals—anything 
that will give your viewers a breather 
from continuous action or an overdose 
of brilliant color-in-motion. 

Try to vary your camera position. 
Shoot from ground level once in a 
while, climb up on a pier or lifeguard 
stand if it’s permitted, or wade out a 
little way from shore to get some 
close-up footage of the swimming and 
horseplay. In doing this, be sure to 
have the camera anchored securely to 
a wrist-cord or neckstrap. Many a 
vacationer’s outing has been ruined 
when his favorite movie camera 
slipped into the drink. 


Watch the light ... 


Sand and water reflect a great deal 
of light. On a bright day, you must be 
constantly on guard against over- 
exposure. If you’re using a meter, ex- 
pect (and be guided by) some pretty 
high readings. If you haven’t a meter 
along, use about one full stop smaller 
lens diaphragm than you would use 
away from the beach. With outdoor 
color film, for example, a sunny beach 
Scene is apt to call for f/11 at 16 frames 
per second between the hours of 10 
am. and 3 p.m. An average scene, by 
Comparison, would probably require a 
lens opening of only about f/8 because 
of less reflected light. 

Backlighting and sidelighting are 
Particularly effective for swimming 
shots. Try to avoid having the swim- 
mers churn directly across the field 
of view. Instead, film them at an angle 
‘o show more action. For a gag you 


might have a swimmer submerge and 
swim toward you underwater, surfac- 
ing at close range. Such a sequence 
is filmed most effectively from as near 
water level as you can safely hold the 
camera. (Watch out for waves!) 


Low angles for dramatic effect ... 


We've already spoken of shifting 
camera angles often to avoid 
monotony. Your most effective camera 
angle—the one you’ll use most often 
—will probably be something ap- 
proaching sand or water level. Take a 
squint through the viewfinder from a 
really low angle before you press the 
button on any run-of-the-mill action. 
A shot of a volley ball game, the in- 
evitable beach gymnastics, or even a 
scene of someone eating a hot dog or 
drying off with a towel, will be much 
more dramatic if filmed against the 
sky from a low camera angle. For a 
chuckle, try a genuine sand-level shot 
of a reclining figure, with the feet 
prominently in the immediate fore- 
ground. A wide-angle lens will prove 
especially useful in such work. 


Use your shutter speeds... 


Much of your beach filming will, of 
course, be done with a normal shutter 
speed of 16 or 24 frames per second. A 
diving shot, however, may suggest sev- 
eral alternate speeds. If filmed at 32, 
48, or even 64 frames per second, it will 
give you slow motion on the screen. 
For a very brief, humorous contrast 
in action, try using 8 frames per sec- 


ond. On the screen, the divers will zip 
around like an old fashioned comedy 
skit. It’s usually best to shoot your 
below; if 
cross-light- 
ing is avail- 
able, so much 
the better.

common water sports these days, and 
if you’re willing to go to a little trou- 
ble such activity can provide you with 
exciting film action. If possible, shoot 
the skier or surfboard athlete from a 
boat traveling alongside. I suggest a 
film speed of not less than 24 fps for 
and jolting of the craft in which you 
are riding. Mix in an occasional long 
shot of your subjects. If there’s a 
bridge, get a shot of the speeding fig- 
ures as they pass beneath it—using a 
normal shutter speed in this case, or 
wherever you have firm footing and

Aquaplane sequences are well adapt- 
ed to the use of post-recorded sound 
if you use magnetic sound equipment. 
Take a tape recorder along to pick up 
the exhaust of a noisy speedboat or 
outboard; this can be dubbed into your 
entire sequence later. While you’re at 
it, get some additional sound for dub- 
bing—the tinny rattle of beer cans, the 
exaggerated gurgling of soda drinkers, 
the general uproar of beach games, the 
splashing of water. Even the sound of 
a portable radio will help provide back- 
ground atmosphere for a magnetic 
sound movie. 


Don’t try for too much... 


There’s a limit to how much good 
footage you can turn out in one day. 
When you begin to tire, knock off. If 
necessary, return to the same locale 
another day and complete your film. 
Use the same cast and see that they 
wear the same clothes. Match up con- 
secutive scenes with reference to light- 
ing and exposure. 

A good end sequence to your film 
can involve a campfire at dusk or after 
dark. If your lens will open up to about 
f/1.9 or better and the fire is sufficiently 
lively, you can get some very passable 
footage. With a little preliminary ex- 
perimentation, you can hop up the fire 
with oil, small pieces of kindling, rail- 
road flares, etc., thus increasing the 
illumination long enough for your pur- 


NECTION 


poses. When using artificial boosters, 
avoid shooting directly at the fire; in- 
stead go for a silhouette effect, with 
one or more figures screening the lens 
from the direct rays of light. Put the 
camera on a tripod and use the lens 
diaphragm to fade out the scene. 

I hardly need caution you what sand, 
heat, and moisture do to movie equip- 
ment. If you lack a protective case, 
at least keep your camera gear in a 
plastic ‘bag.—THE END

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VARY YOUR LIGHT FOR 
BETTER OUTDOOR MOVIES 


Front sunlight is recommended for beginners because it 
is the safest and surest way to obtain good exposures. 
Experienced amateurs, however, use many other forms of 
natural light with excellent results... by Ernst Wildi 


This is invariably what happens when a subject is asked to face brilliant sunlight. 
In addition to the actual physical discomfort registered by the squint and facial ex- 
pression, the picture area as a whole is butchered with distracting blotches of high- 
lights and shadows. Notice how irrelevant background objects compete with the 
principal subject instead of helping to create the illusion of a third dimension. 





MOVIE MAKERS, particularly beginners, are usually ad- 
vised to shoot color scenes with the sun at their back. 
That is sound advice. A scene filmed in this manner 
stands the best possible chance of being evenly illumi- 
nated and well exposed. 

Unfortunately, this type of lighting, called front light- 
ing, leaves a lot to be desired from the aesthetic point 
of view. Objects appear flat, having none of the texture 
and illusion of depth so important in movies. For build- 
ings, statues, monuments, or other motionless objects, 
flat front light is entirely unsuitable. For living subjects 
it is a physically uncomfortable kind of light which pro- 
duces squints and limits spontaneity of action. 

Once a movie maker has shot a few reels of front lighted 
film, he owes it to his audience to begin experimenting 
with various other lighting effects—especially those 
which will add beauty and change of pace to his films. 
One of the first steps in this direction will be to borrow 
a few tips from Hollywood film producers. Even on a 


bright sunny day, a Hollywood shooting crew bound for 
location work carries along a number of light reflectors 
and diffusing screens. With the aid of these light con- 
trolling surfaces they no longer have to depend upon . 
direct front light for illumination. Instead, they can 
either soften the sunlight, or bounce it into areas that 
would otherwise be in complete shadow. 

Since an amateur movie maker seldom has a rigid 
shooting script to follow, he has very little need for elabo- 
rate light controlling devices. In photographing a station- 
ary object, for instance, he can generally check it from a 
number of different angles to determine the most effective 
lighting. In photographing a human subject, he also en- 
joys a certain amount of freedom to choose a shooting 
locale best suited to his needs. Instead of using artificial 
reflectors, for example, he can often make use of natural 
or existing reflective surfaces—a sandy beach, a white 
wall, or even concrete paving. 

For the sake of convenience, however, I carry a reflec- 


For natural, spontaneous expressions, try having your subject face away from the 
sun. A piece of cardboard was used in this case to reflect light back into the girl’s 
face. A piece of newspaper or white cloth could have been used just as effectively. 
Note the flattering softness of the reflected light, the absence of distracting con- 
trasts, and the illusion of depth created by the more subdued background images. 
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Your outdoor movie scenes will look like these if

tor made of four pieces of cork joined together like a 
folding screen. Each section of cork measures 11 x 14 in. 
and is covered with patterned silverfoil. When in use, the 
cork is mounted with carpenter’s brackets to a collapsible 
wooden picture frame which has a socket to accommodate 
a tilting panhead. It takes only a minute to set up the 
reflector and mount it on a tripod; when not in use it 
is small and light enough for easy transportation. 

By turning a subject away from the sun and using the 
reflector to bounce light into the shadow side of the face 
and figure (see illustration, page 95), natural, squintless 
expressions can be filmed. The main problem involved 
is 6ne of correct exposure. For color film, the difference 
in exposure between the light in the background and 
the reflected light on the subject should be 114 diaphragm 
stops as registered by a meter. First, take a reading of 
the background as in the usual way; then, with the re- 
flector in place, take a reading of the subject’s face. If 
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Have you been passing up chances to shoot fog scenes 
in color? Actually, the mood atmosphere, and soft 
pastel colors of a fog shot will produce a welcome 
change of pace from your conventional sunlit scenes. 


Is this the type of family shot you’ll be shooting this 
summer? The halo effect from the backlight is ex- 
cellent; so are the natural expressions. Without a re- 
flector, though, the faces would photograph too dark. 


necessary, adjust the reflector-to-subject distance, or the 
angle of the reflector, until the difference in light values 
between the subject and background amounts to 114 
diaphragm stops. Finally, set the lens diaphragm be- 
tween the two readings, favoring the reading for the 
face. For example, supposing the meter calls for a back- 
ground exposure of {/8, and an exposure for the subject 
of between £/4 and £/5.6. Set the lens diaphragm at 
£/5.6. With this setting, the background will be slightly 
overexposed, the subject slightly underexposed—but the 
result of this compromise will be a pleasing scene when 
the film is projected. For black-and-white movies, the 
ratio between background and subject can be greater in 
terms of diaphragm stops. After you’ve gained some ex- 
perience, you'll be able to judge the correct ratio by 
simply looking at the scene you intend to film. In other 
words, you won't need to meter every scene. 

Don’t confine the use of a reflector to side- or back- 





you vary your lighting as explained in the text... 


Plan to photograph a subject on the beach or beside 
a white wall? If so, you probably won’t need an arti- 
ficial reflector. Try sidelight, above, for a change 
and compute your exposure as explained in the text. 


How many times have entrances to buildings and parks 
looked uninteresting in your films? Flat front light 
was probably the fault. Try dramatic backlight—but 
be careful not to let the sun shine into your lens, 


lighted human subjects. Try it as well for illuminating 
animals, birds, flowers, insects, or still life subjects. 
There will be times when you will want to photograph 
back or sidelighted subjects without reflected fill light. 
When the sun is shining towards a camera, it tends to 
outline a foreground subject with a halo effect which 
separates it from the background. The shadows stretch- 
ing toward the camera enhance the feeling of third di- 
mension. Scenes which include water—lakes, waterfalls, 
fountains, and the like can be greatly improved by the 
use of backlight. Cultivate the habit of noticing how 
different kinds of light alter the appearance of outdoor 
subjects. Shadows on one side of a tree, for instance, 
add to its roundness, creating a three-dimensional effect. 
Sidelighting, sometimes called cross lighting, also brings 
out texture and emphasizes the details of a subject. In 
short, it gives a picture a lifelike quality that is lack- 
ing under front light. This holds true regardless of 


Do you enjoy beautiful, yet dramatic scenic shots?

Have you radically over or under exposed scenes like 
this in the past?

whether you are filming in black-and-white or in color. 

Early morning or late evening is an excellent time for 
shooting scenics in or out of the city. Watch for light 
filtering through trees or street canyons. Be on the look- 
out, too, for long shadows of every description cast by 
a low sun. These give a feeling of depth and perspective 
to a picture. When haze adds pictorial value, don’t try 
to eliminate it with filters. 

The key to interesting movie footage lies in variety 
and change of pace. Instead of inviting visual monotony 
by using only flat front light, experiment with every- 
thing from crisp morning light to thick night fog. 
With luck, your films will become more interesting—at 
worst you lose only a few frames of film.—THE END

valuable for over-all interiors and ex- 
teriors on narrow streets. The tele lens 
is excellent for long shots from a dis- 
tance and for details high up or far 
away inside churches and palazzi. She 
also works with a Rolleiflex for details 
and occasionally uses a 35mm camera 
with a long focus lens. 

In all cases she uses Super-XX film. 
Most of the exposed film she brought 
home and developed herself in Harvey’s 
777 or Microdol. Her 4x5 negatives are 
often enlarged to 16 x 20 and her 244 x 
21% to 11 x 14. She likes to overexpose 
half to a full stop and underdevelop by 
about 20 per cent to reduce contrast. Ex- 
cept for occasional scenic shots, she does 
not use filters. 


And so to portraits 


It was her photographing of church 
interiors that led Rollie McKenna to 
portraiture. She was sharing a bottle of 
wine with the sacristan of San Lorenzo 
in his little apartment when his wife 
modestly asked if a photographer of 
churches could and would do a portrait 
of themselves and their orphaned grand- 
child, all dressed up for first com- 
munion. Mrs. McKenna consented with 
delight. Her first portrait assignment 
came from the Poetry Center in New 
York for twenty-five informal portraits 
of British and American poets. To this 
list she added other artists whose work 
or faces interested her. 

On the way home from Italy, she be- 
gan work in London and set up a 
schedule of photographing twelve peo- 
ple in ten days, a rather intensive if not 
frightening program for one new to 
portraiture. When taking pictures of 
people, as in photographing architec- 
ture, she works almost exclusively with 
natural light. She does not try to manip- 
ulate or force her sitters to fit a precon- 
ceived notion or represent their at- 
tributes by contrived backgrounds. 


Where they work 


“So often artists are portrayed as 
dramatic objects operating outside of 
society,” says Rollie McKenna. “Actual- 
ly they are interesting human beings 
doing work closely related to us all. I 
prefer to photograph them in their own 
homes or where they work. Most peo- 
ple—and perhaps artists especially— 
feel less strained when not confronted 
with a barrage of lights in a strange 
place. I direct my sitters as little as pos- 
sible asking them, only if necessary, to 
stay within a designated light area. If 
dim light prevents me from shooting 
rapidly, I request them not to move too 
quickly.” 
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Mrs. McKenna photographed the 
British sculpture Henry Moore (pic. 
ture page 47). “I wanted to photograph 
him partly because I admired his work 
and partly because I wanted to see what 
he looked like. Pictures I had <een 
showed a dark smouldering-eyed man 
apparently given to moodiness. To me 
he was gentle, forthright, and possessed 
of a well-developed sense of humor. But 
whenever the camera was turned on 
him he unconsciously scowled and be- 
came almost sad. I took several shots of 
his sculptures and studio first. Finally | 
began including him in the pictures.” 


Pictures should be seen 


Back home, Rollie McKenna con- 
tinued to photograph artists—mostly 
poets. Sir Herbert Read was visiting 
in this country when she took him half 
indoors and half outdoors in an open 
doorway with light from a window 
behind his silver-white hair (see picture, 
page 50). The photographer stood out- 
side. With the subject in such a position 
there was ample light to shoot at 1/100. 

Photographs of these poets alons 
with many others were exhibited at the 
YM-YWHA’s Poetry Center where they 
are part of the library’s permanent col- 
lection. They have also been shown in 
museums and the Corcoran Gallery in 
Washington, D. C., Vogue bought the 
entire series. The State Department or- 
dered twenty-four sets of ten American 
poets for exhibition in Europe, the Mid- 
dle East and Japan. 


The equipment 


During the first two years of her por- 
trait work Rollei McKenna used a 
Rolleiflex. More recently she has been 
using a Leica and now uses the 35mm 
camera more than the Rollei. She often 
employs a 6 in. Kilfitt Kilar £/3.5 
lens. She finds it excellent for candid 
shots when people are too shy or too far 
away to approach. She avoids using a 
tripod but admits to difficulty in taking 
sharp hand-held shots at less than 1/25 
of a second. 

Last summer Rollie McKenna went 
to Wales to photograph the celebrated 
Welsh poet Dylan Thomas, whose recent 
untimely death shocked the literary 
world. These photographs are unlike 
any she had done before (pictures, page 
46 and 51). Her camera takes us in 
imaginative rather than realistic terms 
through the tiny village of Laugharne 
out onto the shores, the hills, the towns 
and the people from which Thomas 
drew his vibrant images. Here she is not 
the photographer standing outside tak- 
ing pictures; she has entered his own 
world to give us visual images equiv 
lent to his.—THE END.

and medical purposes. For example, a 
special housing with four lamps is used 
to photograph sewer pipes. The hous. 
ing which contains the camera is pulled 
through the pipe by an electrical cable, 
while exposures are made by remote 
control. There are special housings or 
adapters for photographing telephone 
meters, radar screens, oscillograph 
screens, etc. A medical operating room 
lamp has been converted to house the 
Robot Royal and two electronic flash 
units. Two small spotlights in the lamps 
act as a rangefinder and for locating the 
area to be photographed.

First, the spotlights are directed and 
then the operating lamp raised or low- 
ered until the lights overlap, when the 
camera is in focus.

winds shutter. The exposure counter is 
the subtracting type with the added fea- 
ture of turning backwards when film 
is rewound. This identifies frames when 
changing partly exposed rolls or mak- 
ing trick shots. 

The film track has been cut into a 
channel in which the film is held flat. 
There is double exposure prevention. A 
novel feature is a small hinged door at 
one end of the base plate through which 
to remove exposed film cartridges with- 
out the need to remove the entire base 
plate. The rewind knob is almost flush 
with the camera top and springs out 
when a lever is pressed. 


Linhof Cameras and Acces- 
sories: The 214 x 314 Linhof Technika 
has no rangefinder. Otherwise it is iden- 
tical with the small Super Technika. If 
desired it can be converted to a range- 
finder model. A special extension tube 
mount permits the use of a 360mm Tele 
Xenar lens. 

The Kardan studio camera has been 
redesigned so that all front tilts and 
swings are made around the nodal point 
of the lens. This permits easier use of 
the correctional features of the camera. 

The Gigant is a massive studio cam- 
era stand consisting of a single column 
with a 3-legged base, all of cast steel, 
with tan wrinkle finish, mounted on re-

tractable wheels. Hand cranks raise 
and lower the column and the wheels 
without much effort. A Kardan type 
head permits 90° tilt of the camera. 

A new double cut film holder which 
also takes glass plates without adjust- 
ments is made of a special black plastic 
material. A spring-loaded pressure plate 
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Plate and film holder 


keeps cut film in exact register; when 
plates are used, the pressure plate 
moves further back to hold the glass 
plate in exact register too. The bottom 
flap is spring loaded and will open as 
soon as the dark slide is removed, 
Easily changed metal film identification 
numbers are provided. There is a built. 
in ejector which pushes the plate or film 
out of the holder for easy grasping with- 
out getting fingerprints over the emul- 
sion surface. 

A Universal Accessory Column is 
being supplied for the Technika 4 x 5 
camera. It consists of a baseboard, ex- 
ceptionally heavy tubular column and 
all necessary controls to raise and lower 
the camera as needed. The outfit is par- 
ticularly suited to photomicrography, 
copying and macro-photography. For 
the latter, lenses are available which 
give magnifications up to 60X. 

With the addition of a special cold 
light unit designed to clip onto the back 
of a 4.x 5 Technika, the camera can be 
used as an enlarger on the Accessory 
Column. The cold light is said to give 
full illumination efficiency as soon as it 
is switched on, without need for a warm- 
up period. 


Improved V oigtlander Vitessa: 
A tiny built-in Bertram exposure meter 
and the new Synchro Compur shutter 
with light value scale have been added to 
the Vitessa. The meter is calibrated for 
direct readings in Compur light value 
numbers which may be set on the shut- 
ter without further ado. The meter has 
a masking grid designed to restrict the 
angle of view to that of the camera's 
lens. Mechanically, the Vitessa has been 
improved by a film channel said to 
eliminate possibility of buckling, and a 
built-in parallax compensator in the 
viewfinder-rangefinder. 


Rocca Automatic Reflex: A twin 
lens camera which features fast action 
focusing. On the left side of the camera 
is a “U” shaped fitting for the index fin- 
ger which is moved up or down for focus- 
ing. The action is rapid. The Rocca is 
supplied with matched Steinheil Cassar 
£/2.8 lenses in the new Prontor SVS 
shutter, supplying speeds up to 1/300 
sec.

The lens mount is unusual. There is an 
enormous opening in the front of the 
camera, surrounded by a ring with bayo- 
net fittings. Lenses fit into the opening; 
a slight clockwise turn of the ring holds 
them. 

The camera has a built-in mechanism, 
to actuate by spring power, automatic 
preset diaphragm controls in its lenses. 
However, lenses so equipped are not yet 
available. At present, lenses are the 
58mm, f/2 made by the old Carl Zeiss, 
Jena plant. Those shown had no identi- 
fying marks. 

A powerful spring drive accessory de- 
vice fits on the camera for sequence pho- 
tography. It engages an external connec- 
tion to the take-up spool and will deliver 
up to 10 exposures just about as fast as 
the release button can be pushed. 

An amplification of this is a 12-volt 
electric motor drive with a special back 
and cassette for 17 meters of film (ap- 
proximately 360 exposures! ) which can 
be run off in sequence if desired. 

A closeup device features a nearly 
circular bellows of extra wide diameter. 
It is compact and retracts into a small 
area. Maximum extension provides a 1:1 
ratio of magnification. 


Interesting electronic flash 
units: Electrenic flash units are pro- 
duced by numerous German manufac- 
turers. Unlike American practice, most 
German wet cell units cannot be fired by 
the AC power supply, only recharged. 
There is a sharp cleavage in the designs 
depending upon whether they are for 
the German market, as most are, or for 
the U.S.A. For economic reasons the re- 
chargeable storage battery low voltage 
pack is necessary in Germany. People 
cannot afford replaceable dry batteries 
such as those popular now in America. 
_ Of the wet cell type, perhaps the most 
impressive was the Braun Hobby by 
Max Braun of Frankfort on Main. The

A similar attachment, the Moropton, 
is designed for 35mm miniature cameras 
and splits the standard 24 x 36mm frame 
vertically. There is an adapter permit- 
ting the use of the Moropton as a viewer 
with normal room illumination. An ac- 
cessory bracket permits use of the Mo- 
ropton for projection. Both the Moropti- 
con and Moropton are products of a new 
firm, Moropticon, located in the tiny 
state of Lichtenstein. 


Mecaflex single lens reflex: An 
interesting camera design which pro- 
duces 24 x 24mm negatives. The metal 
body is deep and compact. Mounted on it 
are a Prontor-Reflex behind-the-lens 
shutter and a Kilfitt Kilar 40mm, £/3.5 
interchangeable lens. Wide angle and 
long focal length lenses also are avail-

able. The folding lid is unusual be- 
cause when closed the camera does not 
look like a reflex type. The lid snaps up 
together with a focusing hood to expose 
the operating controls, the fine-grain 
ground glass viewing screen and a 5- 
power magnifier. Film transport and 
shutter wind are coupled and actuated 
by a one-shot rapid wind lever. 


Jos. Schneider lenses: The Syn- 
mar is a symmetrical lens of six ele- 
ments, which had been made with two 
components, each consisting of three 
glasses cemented together. The new 
Symmar still has six elements, but in 
each component there is now an aif 
space between the glass closest to the 
diaphragm and the other two which are 
cemented together. This is said to im- 
prove correction and definition consider- 
ably and to be possible only because of 
improved lens coating methods. 
Schneider introduced the Componon 
series of enlarging lenses, 5-element 
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Gauss type lenses claimed to have very 
good resolution and high color correc- 
tion. Lenses in the series are: 50mm for 
24 x 36mm negatives; 80mm for 6 x 
6cm; 105mm for 6 x 9cm. Two addi- 
tional Componon lenses will be available 
in the future: 210mm covering negative 
size 13 x 18cm and 300mm for 18 x 24cm 
negatives. 


Bewi Automat: An _ exposure 
meter made by Bertram, it incorporates 
a scale supplying the light value num- 
bers in the new Compur scale. There is 
a window for setting the film speed, 
either in Weston, ASA or DIN values. 
The meter is pointed at a subject, a but- 
ton is pressed, held a moment and re- 
leased and you have readings in both 
shutter speeds and corresponding dia- 
phragm openings; also, a red number 
shows the relative light value provided 
by the new Compur shutter. An attach- 
ment is supplied to use the meter for 
incident light. 


C. A. Steinheil & Sohne, optical 
works, introduces a line of lenses for 
8 mm motion picture cameras: 6 mm, 
£/2.5,12.5mm f/1.5, 36mm £/3.5 and 
36mm f/1.5. The firm expects to produce 
lenses for the 16mm movie cameras. 

Steinheil also had an inexpensive 
viewfinder for 35mm cameras which 
shows the fields of view of 35mm, 85mm 
or 90mm and 135mm lenses. Separate 
lens systems produce the 3 fields. There 
is also provision for parallax correction. 
The field of view of a normal 50mm lens 
for 35mm cameras has been purposely 
omitted to keep the price down. 


Certo Super Six: (Ed. note: Al- 
though made in the Russian Zone by 
Certo Camerawerk, the Super Six was 
shown at a Photokina booth. However, no 
one was available to supply information.) 

This folding camera which makes 214 
x 2% negatives on 120 roll film has a 
coupled range-viewfinder. The focusing 
control lever projects through the bot- 
tom of the bed (that part of the front 
which snaps down when the camera is 
opened). This is convenient for rapid 
focusing and moves the entire lens 
mount in and out. The focusing scale, 
however, is under glass on top of the 
rangefinder housing; it is a small semi- 
circular scale with a red arrow to sweep 
across It. 

The camera shown had a shutter and 
lens labeled Synchro-Compur and Tes- 
sar, respectively. 


Prontor SVS Shutter: The SVS 
also has a single control for self timer 
and flash delay similar to that on the 
new model Compur. Shutter speeds 
range from 1 sec. to 1/300 sec.—THE END
